IN PHILIPPINES ON FREEDOM 


President of Insular Senate Said to 
Prefer Action by Convention, 
Not Legislature. 
By the Associated Press. 
MANILA, Jan. 20.—Manuel Que- 
zon, president of the Philippine 
Senate and for many years leader 
of Filipino agitation for immediate 
independence, was reported today 
to favor a vote with little delay on 
the acceptance or rejection of in- 
sular freedom in about 12 years, 
as provided in a bill, passed by 
Congress Tuesday. 
The report was circulated after 
Quezon held a caucus with other 
Senators. Plans Quezon had made 
for a trip to the United States were 
said to have been abandoned. 
It was widely reported Quezon 
had proposed permitting decision 
on acceptance or rejection of inde- 
pendence to be made by a national 
convention, instead of by the Legis- 
lature which already is committed 
to rejection. A caucus of House 
members to act on the altered 
plans is expected to be held, pos- 
sibly tomorrow. 
The Supreme Council of the Phil- 
ippine Civic Union issued a state- 
ment today condemning the inde- 
pendence act passed by Congress, 
but saying it believed “the time for 
the proposed boycott of American 
products has not yet come” in view 
of the possibility of rejection of the 
act by the Insular Legislature.

KNOXVILLE, Tenn., Jan. 20.— 
Affairs of the East Tennessee Na- 
tional Bank, Knoxville’s largest 
bank, have been placed in the hands 
of the comptroller of the currency. 

Ben A. Morton, president of the 
bank, announced last night that the 
directors had voted to close the 
bank “for protection of depositors” 
and said the action “was taken due 
to constant and heavy withdraw- 
als.” 

A statement of the bank, issuéd* 
as of Dec. 31, 1932, showed deposits 
of $9,992,354.64. statement issued 
Dec. 31, 1930, following consolida 
tion of the East Tennessee National 


e of 35, 128,039.67. The 
December statement of the 
bank showed among liabilities 38, 
111,261.84 in rediscounts and bills 
payable. Among resources listed 
were loans and discounts of 314, 
167,897.13. The bank was capital- 
ized at $2,000,000. It was organized 
in 1872. : 

A bank officer said the bank owed 
the Reconstruction Finance Corpo- 
ration around 38,000,000. The bank 
had $1,800,000 in secured deposits, 
these belonging to e State of 
Tennessee, United 8 s . Govern- 
ment and the Philippine Islands. 


ROOSEVELTS MAY TAKE 
TOWNSEND HOUSE IN CAPITAL

chusetts avenue section of the Cap- 
ital. a 
The house was the home of the 
late Mrs. Richard H. Townsend, one 
of Washington's social leaders. It 
has been closed for the most part 
since her death but only recently 
was opened for the holiday season 
by her son-in-law and daughter, Mr. 
and Mrs. B. Sumner Welles, friends 
of the Roosevelts. 

The Washington home would 
bring the Roosevelts into easy con- 
tact with the many social and busi- 
ness matters demanding their at- 
tention before the inaugural cere- 
mony. 8 

The Townsend house, scene of 
many of Washington’s brilliant so- 
cial gatherings, is considered one of 
the more imposing residences of the 
Capital. Of continental type, with 
two large wings flanking a main 
structure, it has a landscaped set- 
ting at the intersection of Massa- 
chusetts and Florida avenues.

The Chief Executive 
sat on a red velvet brocaded sofa 
at the right of the red room fire- 
place, with the President-elect at 
his right. Secretaries Stimson and 
Mills and Norman H. Davis and 
Prof. Moley gat near th, two lead- 
ers, with tea tables near the hand 
of each to afford ash trays, cigar- 
ettes and cigars. Mr. Hoover, as 
usual, chose a cigar, while his suc- 
cessor-elect smoked his customary 
cigarette as the conference pro- 
ceeded. The two secretaries ad- 
vised Mr. Hoover. Moley and Davis 
aided Mr. Roosevelt.

25 for the western part.

Manufacturers say the price is 
determined solely by competition, 
under conditions that make the 
charges of the various companies 
jdentical—just as if they had an 
association and agreed on the price, 

A ty pical explanation of the man- 
utacturers' position is that of Frank 
E. Tyler, president of the Dewey 
portland Cement Co., Kansas City, 
which has a contract for 62,500 
parrels at the base price of $1.25. 
He said: 

“The charge that there is a com- 
bination to fix prices of cement has 
been made at least a hundred times 
in the last 20 years and has been 
investigated and disproved nearly

ant or does so as a political ges- 
ture to curry favor with his con- 
stituents. 

Competition Only Factor. 

“The price of cement is determin- 
ed by competition and that element 
only in our system of economics. 
The prices of the competing com- 
panies for the Missouri contract 
happened to be the same because 
we know one another’s base prices 
and what the published freight 
rates are. Cement is not the only 
commodity sold by different con- 
cerns at what might be called a 
standard price for a standardized 
product. I direct attention to gaso- 
line for one other. 

“Unless we knew our compcti- 
tors’ prices or approximately what 
they are, it is not likely we would 
get any business. If our bid were 
high we would get nothing and if it 
were low we would get it all. In 
the latter case there would be de- 
moralization, for if we got it all a 
price war would be waged against 
us and every one would lose money’ 

“Cement prices today are just 
about the cost of production, when 
we consider that practically all 
plants for the last year have 
worked on a basis of four months a 
year at full time production, due to 
the decreased demand for cement. 

‘I repeat: There is no under- 
standing among cement manufac- 
turers on what the prices shall be, 
and as for our company, we deter- 
miné our prices by a study of the 
dase price of other companies, our 
manufacturing oo and the known 
freight rates.”

BILL TO TAX CHAIN STORES 
OFFERED IN MISSOURI HOUSE 


Annual License of $25 to $150 Pro- 
posed in Measure Backed 
by 45 Members.

JEFFERSON CITY, Jan. 20.—A 
bill proposing annual license fees 
for chain or branch stores was in- 
troduced in the House today by 45 
members.

BANKERS’ HEAD OPPOSED 
TO CURRENCY INFLATION 


F. H. Sisson Advocates More Equi- 
table Distribution of Taxes as 
Aid to Revival of Business.

NEW \YORK, Jan. 20.—Francis 
H. Sisson, president of the Amer- 
ican Bankers’ Association, today 
condemned currency inflation as a 
cure for the depression and advo- 
cated a more equitable redistriby- 
tion of taxes as aid in the revival 
of business.

Found Unhurt but Suffer- 


From Thirst Beside 
Her Plane in Niger Col- 
ony, West Africa. 


By the Associated Press. 

. PARIS, Jan. 20—Lady Mary 
Bailey, British alrwoman, who was 
forced down while attempting a 
speed record flight from England 
to Cape Town, was rescued yester- 
day in the Niger Colony, French 


West Africa, after four days of pri- 


vation in the desert. 


Although uninjured,.she was ex- 
tremely tired and she had suffered 
greatly from thirst. 

Because her gasoline supply was 
running low, she made a landing 
15’ miles southwest of Tahoua, in 
Niger. When rescuers reached her 
they found her standing helplessly 
beside her machine. Tahoua is 
1400 miles southwest of Algiers. 

The London Daily Mail said 
Lady Mary was overcome by joy 
when help got to her. She was 
miles from even the most remote 
outpost and had faced four days 
of desert terrors—choking sand- 
storms, tropical heat by day and 
bitter cold by night—without any 
shelter except her tiny airplane. 
Moreover, there was the threat of 
death by starvation and thirst, 

First news of the rescue of Lady 
Mary came in a wireless message 
to the French authorities. It was 
hours later before any details were 
learned. 

Subsequent dispatches said that 
she was taken in a caterpillar car 
to the French post at Tahoua. 

The district where she was found 
is one of the most desolate regions 
in that section of the world, and 
the fact that she was discovered 
at all was said by airmen to be 
testimony to the thoroughness and 
speed with which the search was 
carried out.

NEW YORK, Jan. 20.— A five-; 


point governmental policy to “lead 
us out of the wilderness in which 
we are wandering” was presented 
by Secretary of the Treasury Og- 
den L. Mills at a dinner at the 
Town Hall Club last night. 

His program, which he declared 
essential to maintain “the unde- 
niable progress that has been made 
in the last 12 months” included 
the following: 

1. A balanced budget. 

2. Settlement of foreign debts 
between now and June 15. 

3. Stabilization with the help of 
the United States of international 
excHanges by “getting at least the 
commercial and industrial countries 
back on the only natural standard 
we understand—the gold stand- 
ard.” 

4. Removal of artificial barriers 
to trade. 

5. An easy money policy. 

Mills said that if this program 
were adopted, the United States 
would get “almost immediately an 
expansion of commercial activity 
which would give a lift to the price 


level.” 
fOrthodex Way Out.” 

He described the plan as “a defi- 
nition of an orthodox way out, hav- 
ing as its objective the free ex- 
change of goods with countries 
throughout the world, because it is 
through exchange that the world 
makes its living and creates its 
wealtb.” 

Mills was critical of “another 
road some people want to follow.” 
He said “these people“ desire to 
solve economic problems by arbi- 
trary governmental action that 
would produce increases in prices. 

“I hope you are going to have @ 
steadfast leadership,” he said, “that 
will point to the progress already 
achieved, and pursue, step by step, 
stone by stone, the task of .restor- 
ing prosperity in the tested way of 
years.” 

Milis referred to differing eco- 
nomie opinions as “a suggested 
line. of cleavage apt to develop at 
an early date in economic and po- 
Hitical thinking,” adding: 

We are still in the midst of a 


| great depression. It is still very 


difficult to see the end of the tun- 
nel, but, undeniably, great prog- 
gress has been made in the last 12 
months. It is also pretty clear that 
a pretty definite program can be 
followed: today that, I think, will 
lead us out of the wilderness in 
which we are wandering at the 
present time.” 
Premium on Timidity. 

Deploring the political system 
by which. one defeat at the polis

WOULD STERILIZE UNFIT | 


Proposes to Spread Its Work 
Among Poor; Doctor as 
Counselor 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, Jan. 2. — The 
American Birth Control League 
yesterday adopted as one of its 
“guiding principles” the object of 
making knowledge of birth con- 
trol as readily accessible to those 
suffering from ill health, poverty 
and unemployment as it is now as- 
cessible to “more privileged 
classes.” 

At the same time a resolution 
was adopted favoring laws “pro- 
viding for the sterilization of. per- 
sons who have serious hereditary 
defects and who cannot be relied 
upon to use contraception to avoid 
reproduction.” 

Another “guiding principle” 
agreed on was that “the numbers 
as well as the qualities of the gift- 
ed, capable and _ socially-minded 
members of society must be kept 
up or increased.” 

“Moral, social and economic re- 
adjustments must provide opportu- 
nity and encouragement for the 
birth of children in suffiicent num- 


bers to families with good heredi- 


tary and environmental endow- 
ment,” the resolution said. 

Dr. Eric M. Matsner, medical di- 
rector of the league, said that doc- 
tors in the last few years had be- 
gun to change their attitude to- 
ward birth control, and that the 
doctor of tomorrow would serve 
as a family counselor.

GENEVA, Switzerland, Jan. 20.— 


Economists preparing a program 
for the projected world economic 
conference have excluded from 
their recommended agenda any dis- 
cussion of war debts, but they 
acknowledge the importance of this 
problem with the assertion that 


until it is settled economic recon- 


struction will be extremely difficult. 

The program which they drew up 
after two months work and pub- 
lished last evening recommends dis- 
cussions of these six paramount 
matters: 

First, monetary and credit poli- 
cies: second, prices; third, resump- 
ion of the movement of capital; 
fourth, restrictions on international 
trade: fifth, tariff and treaty poli- 


M cies, and sixth, organization of pro- 


' * 


duction and trade. 

Intergovermental debts, which, of 
course, include the “war debts,” 
were excluded from the recom- 
mended program because the com- 
mittee considered that problem out- 
side its terms of reference. 

“Until there is a settlement of the 
debts issue, or definite prospect for 
such a settlement, these debts will 
remain an insuperable barrier to 
economic and financial reconstruc- 
tion,” the committee said. “We, 
therefore, attach the greatest im- 
portance to the early resumption 
“snd successful conclusion of nego- 
tiations, with respect to this prob- 
lem. 

Some Questions Hliminated. 

The committee, on which the 
United States is represented by 
Prof. Edmund E. Day, Prof. John 
H Williams and Leon Fraser, vice- 
president of the World Bank, fol- 
lowed a selective method of elim- 
mating questions which might pos- 
sibly be considered secondary, and 
concentrated on the six which the 
experts regarded as paramount. 

In an introduction to the pub- 
lished agenda the economists de- 
nounced the development during 
the past three years of “a network 
of restraints upon the normal con- 
duet of business, and the throttling 
of business enterprise and individ- 
ual initiative, measures which have 
developed into a virtual state of 
economic warfare.” 

If recovery is to be realized, this 
Prevailing conflict of national 
economies must be ended, the re- 
port said. Then it outlines the 
ideal program of reconstruction: 

In its essence, the necessary 
Program is one of economic dis- 
trmament. In the movement to- 
ward economic reconciliation an 
armistice was signed at Lausanne. 
The London conference must draft 
the treaty of peace. 

Failure in this critical under- 
uking threatens the worldwide 
&option of ideals of national self- 
tufficiency which cut unmistake- 
ably athwart the lines of economic 
development. 

Social System Threatened. 
“Such a choice would shake the 
hole system of international fi- 

bance to its foundations; the stand- 
ards of living would be lowered 
tnd the social system as we know 
K could hardly survive.

Postal Savings 


Norman Thomas Would Expand 


System to Give 


Complete Banking Service 


Socialist Leader, in Address Here, Urges Uni- 
form Federal Code and Pool for 
Guaranteeing Deposits. 


Expansion of the Postal Savings 
Bank into a complete banking sys- 
tem, with commercial and savings 


departments, was advocated by Nor- 
man Thomas, national leader of the 
Socialist party, as part of the “So- 
cialist Program for Banking,” on 
which he spoke at a party meeting 
last night in Electrical Workers’ 
Hall, Gibson and Boyle avenues. 
About 700 persons heard the ad- 
dress, to which a 25-cent admission 
fee was charged. 

Thomas, who was his party's 
presidential nominee last year and 
in 1928, spoke yesterday afternoon 
to a Washington University stu- 
dents’ meeting in Graham Memo- 
rial Chapel. Besides his half-hour 
talk on banking last night, he 
made a radio address before the 
same audience on “Socialism and 


Southern Illinois coal field, with 
speeches scheduled at Belleville, 
West Frankfort and Du Quoin. 
Against Few Big Banks. 
In his banking speech, Thomas 
said the percentage of bank fail- 
ures was “criminally high,” that the 
banks which did not fail made an 
inordinate profit, and that, while 
the small bank was tending to dis- 
appear, it was not desirable to place 
business at the mercy of a few big 
banking concerns. 
“We must socialize banking,” he 
said, “and we must do it in a gen- 
eral process of socialization. There 
is no point in a Government bank- 
ing system, merely to make safer 
the profits of privately owned pub- 
lic utilities and other great corpo- 
rations. 

“When President Hoover exhort- 
ed us against hoarding, he failed to 
tell us where there was a safe place 
to put our money. The safest bank 
in the United States is the Postal 
Savings Bank. At present it is 
hedged about with laws enacted at 
the instance of private bankers. 

“The Postal Savings Bank should 
be expanded into a complete, pub- 
licly-owned bank, with separate 
and carefully segregated depart- 
ments for commercial and savings 
accounts. Cities and states should 
have the right to open publicly- 
owned banks, as members of the 
Federal Reserve System. These 
publicly-owned banks will aid in 
the socialization ef banking with- 
out requiring us to buy out or con- 
fiscate private banks. 

For U. 8. Banking Code. 

“The Government should com- 
pletely own the Federal Reserve 
System, now partly owned by the 
banks. There should be one na- 
tional banking code, to replace con- 
flicting codes of the states. All 
commercial banks should be re- 
quired to belong to the Federal 
Reserve. 

“There should be a pool to gua: 
antee deposits. While 10 per cent 
of commercial banks failed in 
1931, those which did not fail paid 
average dividends of 12.5 per cent. 
With such profit, it is not unrea- 
sonable to ask them to set up a 
guarantee for depositors. No bank 
should be permitted, through mis- 
management or through the defects 
of our banking system, to ruin its 
depositors. 

“Further, there should be a na- 
tional credit board, closely related 
to the Federal Reserve Board and 
to the National Economic Council, 
or planning body.” 

Thomas outlined the functions of 
banking as (1) to provide deposit- 
ors with safety for their funds and 
(2) to provide credit for legitimate 
business. He said the banks had 
not fulfilled their duty in either re- 
spect, and that some banks, in pre- 
serving their liquidity, were chok- 
ing business. 


Refers to Closings Here. 
He referred to the closing of 17 
small banks in St. Louis and St. 
Louis County since Jan. 5 and said 
he was not familiar with the de- 
tails, but that apparently the Re- 
construction Finance Corporation 
had not helped them as it helped 
Charles G. Dawes’ bank in Chicago. 
(Most of the St. Louis banks which

bankers. They allowed Insull to 
put up collateral which should have 
been held for protection of the 
holders of his debentures. They 
permitted Insull to go on selling 
his stocks and debentures, on in- 
stallments, to people who were 
hocking their shirts to pay for 
them, after they knew he couldn’t 
meet the claims against him.” 

- Banks’ Security Affiliates. 

Discussing the use of security af- 
filiates by banks, Thomas told of a 
business man who was consulted by 
a banker about a $3,000,000 loan 
which the bank had made. The 
business man, from his knowledge 
of the concern which had obtained 
the loan, told the banker that the 
loan was “dead,” and should be 
written off, one-half that year and 
one-half the next year. Not long 
afterward, a high-pressure bond 
salesman, from the bank’s invest- 
ment affiliate, called on the same 
business man, and offered him, as 
a special opportunity, bonds of a 
$3,000,000 issue based on the very 
loan which he had pronounced 
worthless. 

“When the Federal Reserve Sys- 
ter tried to call a halt on excessive 
loans to brokers,” Thomas said, “it 
was blocked by Charles Mitchell, 
president of the National City Bank 
of New York. His bank could get 
15 to 20 per cent on call money, so 
money that might have been useful 
to the country was put into call 
money gambling—it might as well 
have been risked in a poker game. 

“Then there are our loans to 
South America. The banking firm 
of J. & W. Seligman, according to 
testimony, paid $500,000 to the son 
of the Dictator of Peru for the priv- 
Uege of floating a loan that is now 
sunk. 

“I have fought Tammany in my 
time, but it isn’t Tammany that is 
ruining us, it is Wall Street.” 


Talk on Technocracy. 

In his radio talk on Technocracy, 
Thomas welcomed the discussion 
aroused by the Technocratic group, 
and acknowledged his own indebt- 
edness to the Technocrats for argu- 
ments used in his speeches.

FRANCE CALLED 
AN INGRATE' BY 
INDIANA SENATOR 


Robinson Says Debt Pay- 
ment Due U. S. Is Only 
About 7 Per Cent of 


Armament Cost. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 20.—France 
was labeled a “thorough ingrate” 
in the Senate today by Senator Ar- 
thur Robinson (Rep.) Indiana, in 
an address criticising that nation’s 
war debts payment default and ex- 
pressing opposition to any cancella- 
tion or reduction. 

Robinson, chairman of the Judi- 
clary subcommittee considering the 
bill of Senator Johnson (Rep.) Call- 
fornia, which would prohibit flota- 


tion in this country of defaulting 
nations’ securities, approved that 
measure and urged its enactment. 
“The Republic of France,” he 
said, “is entitled to no considera- 
tion from us... If she would 
think more of peace, less of war, 
cut down her enormous armaments 
and exhibit the strength of charac- 
ter nations are expected to possess, 
she could pay her honest obliga- 
tions to the American people and 
never miss the money involved. 
“Furthermore, throughout the 
past year, she has continuously 
done everything possible to embar- 
rass this country economically in 
fact, in withdrawals of gold from 
America at one time were so bare 
faced as to be positively unfriend- 


ly. 
A Ruinous Policy. 

“It is a tragic thing to see 
France, who has received so much 
from the United States and the 
American people, turn into the 
thorough ingrate she has come to 
be. Her policy is undoubtedly ruin- 
ous and if she continues along the 
route she is now pursuing, she will 
find at no distant future date that 
she is without friends when she 
needs them most.” 

Robinson said that the “paltry 
amount” of the defaulted French 
debt payment was only a fraction 
of her national income and “per- 
haps not more than 7 per cent of 
the amount she spends annually 
for armaments.” 

“France, together with some 
smaller countries, largely under 
her influence, has recently given 
an exhibition of ingratitude that 
shocked the world,” Robinson con- 
tinyed. 

Will Pay in Long Run. 

Observing that “America saved 
her life and then furnished the 
money for her economic rehabilita- 
tion,” Robinson said “in the most 
flagrant manner” France had re- 
pudiated that obligation and added: 

“A man who refuses to pay his 
honest debts is without standing, 
esteem or respect in the commun- 
ity. France, and other defaulters, 
have placed themselves in this cat- 
egory in world opinion. 

“Indeed, the behavior of France 
is far worse than that of any other 
nation for she freely admitted her 
capacity to pay .. in the long 
run, of course, she will see the 
error of her way and will be glad 
to pay her honest debts. Only thus 
can she retrieve her credit, honor 
and self respect. 

“In any event, the American peo-' 
ple will never consent to reduction 
or cancellation. The money is due 
to the taxpayers of America.” 

Despite America’s “unheard of 
generosity” in scattering debt pay- 
ments over 62 years and fixing the 
amounts to be paid, Robinson said,

After Robinson spoke, Senator 
Fess (Rep.), Ohio, expressed resent- 
ment at statements “by the great 
metropolitan newspapers that this 
was to be a gift and not a loan to 
be repaid.” He said France has as- 
summed a “childist” attitude toward 
America who helped her in time of 
need with “money and men.“ 

Senators Smoot (Rep.), Utah, 
and Copeland (Dem.), New York, 
and Howell (Rep.), Nebraska, 
joined in the criticism of France 
and other defaulting countries. 

Smoot, 3 member of the now de- 
funct debt funding commission, 
said the nations’ debt representa- 
tives knew when they negotiated 
the settlements that the loans were 
“just as sacred as any obligation 
that could be made between man 
and man or nation and nation.” 

Amazed at Resentment. 

Copeland said it was “amazing 
to me how much resentment is felt 
by the American peoole over the 
failure of France to meet her ob- 
ligations.”

In lieu of constructive thinking, we 
have chased phantoms — . 
“governmental expenses,” “economical 
operations,” etc., while unemployment 
increased; and as a direct result our 
condition has become dangerously worse. 

Our “economy” propaganda has caused 
widespread evasion of taxes (result- 
ing in higher rates), and evasion 
of charitable duties by those best able 
to carry the relief burden; while our 
national debt is increasing at the rate 
of $10,000,000 a day, and our states and 
municipalities are burdened with debt. 

And yet but little has been said about 
mitigating those burdens and reducing 
taxes by cutting the interest rate on 
governmental bonds. Is there any reason 
why we cannot save $100,000,000 in inter- 
est out of the $725,000,000 the Govern- 
ment expects to pay for the fiscal year 
ending in 1934? Great Britain did it. 

Consider the aggregate state, county, 
and municipal debts of some 20 billion 
dollars, on which 5 per cent interest is 
being paid. Here a saving of $300,000,000 
or more may be made, and still pay a 
currently attractive interest rate to our 
insurance companies, trust estates and 
large investors. 

The budgetary requirements of the 
City of St. Louis for interest and sink- 
ing fund for the current year total $5,- 
500,000, and that is mostly interest. This 
seems a better source for savings than 
employes’ salaries. 

There is nothing sacred about interest. 
If a majority of the employed must ac- 
cept reduced wages, justified by condi- 
tions and the decline in commodity 
prices, need our bondholders be less pa- 
triotic? Do their purchases and servant 
hire cost more? 

Deflation of the entire debt structure 
is long overdue, and a crushing interest 
burden will only intensify the final 
crash, sweeping private debts with it, 
unless rational methods of liquidation 
are adopted. 

Cut the bondholders’ waze.

The German infla- 
tion wiped out the savings of millions of persons, 
but on a much smaller scale we witnessed the same 
phenomenon in the United States between 1890 and 
1920. In 1920, $1000 would buy but a third of what it 
would have bought in 1896. The result was serious 
inconvenience, often suffering, for those dependent 
upon a fixed income. But for farmers and business 
men with heavy indebtedness, this period was a golden 
era: it took but a half or a third as much in farm 
produce or manufactured goods to pay off a debt as it 
had a decade or two eartier. : 

A sharp downward movement of prices, such as we 
have had since 1929, reverses this process. Those on 


"| fixed incomes, provided their securities do not go into 


default, are the recipients of an unearned bonus, while 
debtors find an increasing portion of their incomes 
going to the payment of interest and amortization. 

The smaller the volume of indebtedness in a coun- 
try, the less severe are the effects of these ups and 
downs of prices to the country as a whole. An im- 
portant factor in making the price deflation of recent 
years so severe in its effects is the tremendous vol- 
ume of fixed indebtedness that has grown up in the 
United States: farm mortgage loans which date back 
to war-time prices, loans on urban real estate based 
on inflated values, mortgages on homes constructed 
when building costs were much higher, the great Fed- 
eral war debt and the bond issues of states and mu- 
nicipalities created for roads and other public works. 
It is estimated that in 1929 the total of indebtedness 
in the United States was in the neighborhood of 200 
billion dollars. 

The second aspect of deflation and inflation is the 
effect of changing prices on business profits and 
employment. It is the opportunity for a profit that 
determines whether factories are operated and men 
are employed. When prices fall, the profit margin 
is generally wiped out, with the result that opera- 
tions are curtailed, men are laid off and purchases of 
supplies are reduced. Production returns to normal 
only when prices pick up, or when the cost of labor 
and materials is reduced so that production again 
becomes profitable at a lower level of prices. 

Whereas, deflation can bring about an adjustment, 
albeit a painful one, in all prices and wages, debts 
which are expressed in terms of money do not change. 
Those who paid off old debts at the high prices of 
1920 sloughed off much of the original debt burden, 
but those who incurred debts at that time now have 
fastened upon them a burden in terms of commodi- 
ties about twice as great. The burden of a debt in- 
curred in 1929 has increased nearly 50 per cent. Re 
covery and readjustment through deflation leave un- 
touched this great volume of old fixed indebtedness. 

For millions of debt-burdened farmers and business

@ recovery of prices seems to be the only salva- 
of ways and means to accomplish inflation, or, 
as it is sometimes called, “reflation"—«@ restoration 
of prices to about the level of 1938. Among such 
proposals are: extensive open market operations by 
the Federal Reserve banks; the Goldsborough bill, 
which would call upon the Federal Reserve banks to 
restore prices to the level of 1926; bimetalism, a re- 
duction in the gold content of the dollar, or a simple 
suspension of specie payments, as in England, leav- 
ing the final solution to the future. Some of these 
contemplate an abandonment of the gold standard, 
others seek an improvement of prices on the basis 


supply of the world is adequate to provide for a con- 
siderable expansion of credit and recovery ot prices. 
There is no statistical evidence of a gold shortage at 
the present time. Not only have the gold mines of the 
world expanded production in the last three years, 
but from India gold long hoarded has been disgorged 
in large quantities. The world's supply of monetary 
gold is steadily Our present difficulty is, 
however, that much of ‘gold, due to the interna- 
tional financial situation, is concentrated in a few 
countries, and that it is not being used as a basis 
for credit expansion. It is through checks that a 
large part of monetary payments is made today. 
These checks are drawn against bank deposits, most 
of which were created through borrowing for business 
purposes. 

When no profits are in sight, banks are cautious 
about lending and few business men wish to bor- 
row. When credit or money comes into the posses- 
sion of men who do not have a profitable use for 
it, it is turned over to the banks in order to liqui- 
date debts. This explains why the low discount pol- 
icy of the Federal Reserve banks, their extensive open 
market operations, the Glass-Steagall bill, the Glass 
bill authorizing additional issues of national bank 
notes, did not increase the total volume of bank credit 
and money, because as money or credit was created in 
one form it was reduced in another form. Although 
some of these measures, particularly the open market 
operations, have been a force for good, in the face of 
unfavorable conditions they could do little to hasten 
recovery. 

The gold supply of the world is fully adequate to 
support a considerable expansion of money and credit 
when favorable business opportunities appear. But 
credit will not expand until business operations are 
profitable. As long as monopolies peg essential com- 
modities, such as steel, at new era prices, while gen- 
eral prices have fallen, the process of recovery is im- 
peded. As long as tariff barriers remain as they are, 
as long as war debts hang as a cloud over the inter- 
national situation, as long as armaments remain as 
penderous as they are, foreign markets can be ex- 
pected to show little activity. 

Inflation, in the sense of an increase of prices from 
present levels, is a necessity. If it does not come 


through the orderly processes of credit expansion in 


response to increased opportunities for profitable 
business, it will almost certainly come in some other 
form, such as a suspension of specie payments or a 
reduction in the gold content of the dollar, through 
the organized demands of embattled debtors. The real 
enemies of the gold standard are not the distressed 
debtors who clamor for paper money lasues or free 
silver; they are those visionless conservatives who 
see no flaw in the idea of monopoly prices for favored 
producers, who believe that tariffs must be main- 
tained, yes, even raised, and who insist that the 
war debts be collected, though the heavens fall. 


LAST “LAME-DUCK” SESSION. 

Thirty-two states have ratified the Norris amend- 
ment for abolishing the lame-duck Congress, and the 
spectacle at Washington ought to bring the remaining 
four Legislatures into line with a rush. The present 
session, which will expire sine die on March 4, is 
about half over. It is a bitter disappointment. It 
struck the keynote_of its impotence at the outset, 
when it defeated the resolution for repeal of the 
eighteenth amendment. 

In consequence of that failure, repeal will be seri- 
ously delayed and the Government deprived of large 
revenues, which it desperately needs. To the Gov- 
ernment’s necessity and to the tax-burdened people 
the present session of Congress is unresponsive. That 
it should be uncertain as to how to proceed with 
many of the problems confronting it is understand - 
able, and such confusion must be regarded more with 
sympathy than criticism. But no excuse can be 
focnd for its refusal to bring about the earliest pos- 
sible termination of the ruinously costly prohibition 
venture. The only quality required was good faith. 
Perhaps when that quality is lacking in a public body, 
everything is lacking. 

It is gratifying that the Missouri Legislature has 
at last decided to lay ceremony aside long enough to 
participate in this historic reform. The State Senate 
today approved the amendment without a dissenting 
vote, while the House is expected to act Monday. The 
old custom which Senator Norris of Nebraska has de- 
stroyed, and for which he has been hailed as states- 
man by so discerning an observer of public affairs 
as the Springfield (Mass.) Republican, will be as dead 
as Pompey by the end of January.

ENDING AN ERA. 


The fallacy of “reproduction new” valuation as a 
basis for public utility rates has again been proved 
in the recent receivership of the Baltimore street 
railway system. Two years ago, the owners of that 
street railway, heavily over-capitalized, emerged from 
the United States Supreme Court with a decree that 
permitted them to charge a rate of fare which they 
estimated would yield a return of 7.44 per cent on 
$75,000,000. 

The court had said $75,000,000 was a fair value of 
their property, taking into consideration the cost of 
reproducing it and also allowing them $5,000,000 for 
their “easements” in the streets, or franchises. A 
return of less than 7.44 per cent on this valuation 
would be confiscatory, the court said. There were 
three notable dissenters from this decision— Justices 
Brandeis, Holmes and Stone—but the opinion of the 
majority was final, and on its authority the company 
began charging a flat 10-cent car fare. 

This was the highest metropolitan street car fare 
in the United States. It yielded an average of.9%

Viennese Bloodless. Surgeon in 
U. S. Says Disease Never 
Affects Brain.

NEW YORK, Jan. 20.—An infan- 
tile paralysis victim is not disquali- 
fied “to be King, Emperor, Presi- 
dent, executive—he is only unable 
to become the run champion,” said 
Dr. Adolf Lorenz, noted Viennese 
bloodless surgeon, on his arrival 


said, instead of incapacitating the 
brain at all, may even leave the 
patient with a keener sense of op- 
timism. 

He discussed infantile paralysis 
as one topic in answer to the ques- 
tion: “What in modern medicine 
interests you most?” The other 
two were cancer and tuberculosis. 

“Infantile paralysis,” he said, yes- 
terday, “is at present incurable and 
all attempts to cure by serology 
therapy have failed. We can do 
nothing but correct the patient’s 
deformity by some kind of surgery, 
bloodless or open. 

Nothing to Do With Brain. 

“But this disease does not in the 
least affect mental qualities. It has 
absolutély nothing to do with the 
brain. A person stricken may get 
crooked: limbs, but will never get 
a crooked brain. That means that 
his mental faculties will not be in- 
fluenced at all.” 

“On what scientific grounds,” he 
was asked, “do you base these con- 
clusions?” In reply the 79-year-old 
surgeon, his blue eyes snapping, his 
cheeks pink and round above 4 
show-white and curly beard, leaned 
forward, and his — shot out to 

hasize the nts. 

— 1 — exclaimed, I've 
seen thousar ds of them. For 52 
years I have seen them. Never one 
was mentally affected, never was 
there any symptom that had any- 
thing to do with incapacitating the 
brain. é 

“when the disease is over, the 
yirus which causes it is gone from 
the system, absorbed or eliminated. 
Some parts of the body may remain 
paralyzed, but the whole system 
otherwise is in absolute health so 
far as this disease is concerned. 
These persons do not suffer any 
further infantile paralysis. 

Victims More 

„on the contrary, they tend to be 
mostly hilarious characters—” Dr. 
Lorenz paused to think of a more 
exact phrase—“that is, more optim- 
istic. They bear their misfortunes 
with great philosophy. The person 
who has had infantile paralysis 
could never be your run champion. 
But he could be King, Emperor, 
President, executive or whatever 
else needs like qualifications. 

“Finding a cure for infantile pa- 

ralysis is not hopeless. When the 
virus is detected and studied it may 
be that vaccination will be the way 
out. 
“But cancer is not as far ad- 
vanced in prospects. It is remark- 
able that in spite of all researches, 
the question of cancer is still un- 
solved. The number of cases in- 
creases year by year. Vienna some 
decades ago was called the city of 
tuberculosis. Now it should be 
called the city of cancer, because 
there are now many more cases of 
cancer than of tuberculosis. 

“There is progress in cancer 
study, progress in reducing the tolls 
of tuberculosis and progress in in- 
fantile paralysis. This progress 1s 
what interests me.” 

Rejuvenation at 70. 

Nine years ago, at 70, Dr. Lorenz 
underwent the Steinach rejuvena- 
‘tion operation. This is not gland 
transplantation, but the tying off of 
one of man’s own glands so it will 
more directly exercise whatever 
powers it has on the général 
health. 

“What do you think of the effects 
of the rejuvenation operation now, 
after nine years?” Dr. Lorenz was 
asked. 

“That they are good,” was the’ 
answer. “I believe such operations 
may be useful to men about 55 to 
60 when they begin to decline.” 

The rejuvenation operation, his 
medical companions today ex- 
plained, was performed while Dr. 
Lorenz was “at death’s door,” un- 
dergoing a major surgical operation 
tor a prostatic trouble. The rejuve- 
nation, they said, was entirely sec- 
ondary and minor.

agreement reached yesterday after- 
hoon by the two leaders in an ex- 
traordinary White House confer- 
ence.
